THE NEW IMAGE 


M.R.I.—Is Professionalism Possible? 





Pro-mo-tion noun 1: the 
act or fact of being raised 
in position or rank; 2: the 
act of furthering the growth 
or development of some- 
thing. 


Pro-mot-er noun 1:one that 
promotes; esp: one who 
assumes the financial re- 
sponsibilities of a sport- 
ing event including con- 
tracting with the princi- 
pals, renting the site, and 
collecting gate receipts. 


Pro-fes-sion-al adj Char 
acterized by or conforming 
to the technical or ethical 
standards of a profession 
2a: participating for gain 
or livelihood in an activity 
or field of endeavor often 
engaged in by amateurs 
b: engaged in by persons 
receiving financial return. 


— Webster’s Dictionary 


At the very tip top of the American motorcycle mountain is the *profes- 
sional” racer. I hedge the word with quotes in this context because few, if 
indeed any, of the men who are called professional racers earn what could be 
called a livelihood at it. In most of the U.S. the reason for not having pro 
motorcycle racers, as they have pro golfers and pro tennis players is simple: 
there are not enough money-paying races to support a full-time racer. Even in 
the upper bracket of professional motorcycle racing, one has to win nearly 
every time out to keep from having, as one jokester put it, “to work for a 
living.” 

Fortune smiles on the motorcycle champions who, like Joe Leonard or 
Paul Goldsmith, can race with the same controlled ferocity on four wheels 
as well as two. Auto racing can afford them, but how long can motorcycle 
racing afford to lose its finest masters to other forms of the speed sport? 

These problems and many others now occupy the minds of members of 
the M.R.I., Motorcycle Racers Incorporated, a sort of a craft guild and col 
lective business representative for racers, tuners, mechanics, sponsors and 
racing bike owners. 

Recently M.R.I. awoke from an 8-year slumber to face the fact that pro- 
fessional racing in this country is retrogressing while the rest of the motor- 
cycle business is surging ahead. 

Immediate improvements had to be made. As usual, Califomia’s highly 
publicized AMA District 37 became the laboratory for testing social change. 
Comprising all the real estate that could conceivably be considered the Los 
Angeles area (until recently, Las Vegas, Nevada was within its eastem 
boundary), Dist. 37 is to motorcycling what London is to Mods. It boasts more 
professional races per year than any other district. At-the spiritual center of 
District 37 is Ascot Park, an inspiring citadel of a speedway nestled in a 
very accessible site where 40 weeks out of the year motorcycle races are 
presented by J.C. Agajanian. 

Working closely with the promoter and the AMA, MRI developed a payoff 
system for the winners at Ascot which eventually became the standard for all 
of Dist. 37: 40% of the box office receipts or $600.00 (upped this year by the 
AMA to $900.00), whichever is greater, is paid by the promoter to the referee 
to divide up amongst the racers. The minimum figure, or “guarantee” may 
vary, but the “40% purse” is always expected. 


40% Of Less and Less 

The effect of this system so far has not been entirely beneficial for the 
racers. Although the percentage at flattrack events always exceeds the guar- 
antee by a little,and at TT’s by a lot, the average attendance at professional 
races has stayed about the same, causing the purses to remain low while 
racing expenses are increasing. Caught between fixed or diminishing earn- 
ings and rising costs, the MRI is faced again with the problem of how to 
stimulate financial progress for the professional racer. ; 

One way would be by attracting more people to the box office. But that 
is the promoter’s job and the MRI is not eager to enter the race-promoting 
business. Professionalism demands that they devote full attention to their 
job, which is racing and representing racers. Another way would be to attract 
more promoters to Dist. 37 professional racing in hopes that free enterprise 
and competition would generate wider publicity and more creative promotion, 
which would in turn bring more people to the box offices. h 

In 1966 the only promising new speedway promoter to appear in the L.A. 
area in many a year, Trojan Enterprises, established indoor racingas one of 
the most lucrative shows in`professional cycle competition. Between indoors 
and Ascot there was: professional racing almost weekly on a year around 
basis. It looked for a while as if the racers’ financial troubles were over. 
Purses paid in the ultrassafe, comparatively inexpensive indoor meets aver- 
aged higher than the Friday night half-mile flattrack purses at Ascot. The 
shows were fast-paced and exciting at both places although the two attractions 
complimented, rather than competed with each other. 

But the indoor promoters admitted they were less than satisfied with 
their profit after turning over 40% of the gross to the performers. J.C. Aga- 
janian appeared satisfied; at least he never complained in public, but it be- 
gan to be clear that little if any expensive publicity would be forthcoming 
from the promoters to increase the gate, as long as 40¢ out of every dollar 
goes to the racers. 


66% Profit To Break Even 


To put it another way, for every extra dollar spent on promotion, the 
promoter has to take in over $1.66 at the box office to break even. 


Since it doesn’t appear very likely that the MRI will abandon its hard- 
won 40% policy, and since new promoters aren’t exactly beating a path to 
their door, the riders’ guild will probably be forced to devise a few amend- 
ments to tack onto their 40% banner——sort of a Bill of Rights for promoters. 
MRI already took steps in this direction when they allowed the indoor pro- 
moters to collect an even $5 from riders who wanted to practice. Riders” in- 
surance is paid out of their share at a savings to the promoter. And MRI of 
fered a cushion of $5,000.00 to the indoor promoters, in exchange for a 
$1,200.00 guarantee and 40% of receipts over the $5,000 figure. 

Unfortunately, the compromises didn’t interest the indoor promoters 
enough to deal with the AMA riders at their Long Beach event last month.

TRAINING COURSE

A new course in motorcycle riding is 
being offered at the Adult Occupational 
Training Center in Woodland Hills, Calif, 
The purpose of the program is tofamili- 
arize those now and planning to ride 
cycles in the best techniques for safe 
operation, 

Dr. Willard M, Edwards, dean of 
educational services at Valley State 
College, said that the need for such a 
course is becoming more urgent, The 
statistics show that 25 percent of all 
motorcycle accidents occur on the driv- 
er’s first ride, More than 1,500 cyclists 
were killed in the nation during 1967, 
More than 70 percent of those killed 
were driving a rented or borrowed

There are now 350,000 licensed motor- 
cycles in operation in the state of Cali- 
fornia now and Dean Edwards predicted

Suppose you’ve decided you'd like 
to be a professional motorcycle rac- 
er. You have a machine, talent and 
desire. Now what? 

Well, if you live in the District 37 
Southern California area, you must 
first possess a current Amateur or 
Expert AMA sportsman card before 
you can put a wheel to the track in 
Novice professional competition, be 
it AMA flattrack, TT, short track or 
toad racing. 

The reasoning behind this rule is 
‘sound, A few yearsago, equipment for 
Novice riders was reduced in size to 
machines of 250cc limitation in an 
attempt to cutdown the high accident 
tate of inexperienced riders. And it 
worked. 

A year or so of scrambles or des- 
ert experience sorts out the serious 
riders, and due to the specialized 
competition and fine-line type of pro- 
fessional riding required in District 
37, especially at weekly Ascot flat- 
track events,it takes a better caliber 
competitor to fit into the profession- 
al ranks. 

AMA District 37 Referee Bert 
Brundage feels that the required 
sporting experience is a sort of vol- 
untary training program — the rider 
may advance to Class C competition 
if he chooses. And Brundage also

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states that by the time a youngster 
has raced in scrambles or the desert 
for a season or two, he’s already had 
his share of tumbles, learned how to 
react in an emergency and in general 
knows the rules, since AMA-sance 
tioned sportsman events aren’t too 
much different from Class C races 
as far as the basic mechanics go. 

Okay. Now that you’ve gathered 
the necessary knowledge to be eligi- 
ble for professional status, what’s 
the next step? Application must be 
made to the American Motorcycle As- 
sociation, P.O. Box 231, Worthing- 
ton, Ohio 43085, for a Class C li- 
cense, which costs $20, plus the an- 
nual $2.00 AMA dues. The age mini- 
mum is 21, or 18 with notarized 
parental consent. A physical examin- 
ation is also required, 

Then you are assigned a number 
which, within the jurisdiction of Dis- 
trict 37, will probably be a. three- 
digit one, plus the letter X or R, and 
this must be painted on three green 
number plates. (The color signifies 
a Novice rider and the letter denotes 
the area in which he resides: for ex- 
ample, Northern California riders 
carry a Y or a Z; Texas, New Mexico 
and other nearby states are given an 
M or an N, etc.) 

All this has taken place before 
you’ve even entered a professional 
race,and now the test finally begins. 
For a Novice rider to progress to 


Amateur (yellow number plate) status, 


he must accumulate a total of 20 
points, These are scored as follows: 
5 points for first place, 3 points for 
second place, 2 points for third place

and 1 point for fourth. This applies 
to flattrack, TT and road racing. For 
short track racing, the system is cut 
in two — 2% points for a win, 1% 
points for second, 1 point for third 
and half-a-point for fourth. 

Points are awarded in all classes 
for heat races, semiemains and Main 
Events — also Trophy Dashes when 
prize money is paid— but consolation 
races don’t count. 

Whether a rider gathers the re- 
quired amount of points in one month 
or one season, he must compete for a 
full year as a Novice before being 
advanced to Amateur. If he doesn’t 
make enough points the first year, 
they are accumulated through the 
following season or until he does 
move up... or decides to hang it up. 

Let*s pretend that you’ve really 
gotten with it during your first sea- 
son and have gained more than enough 
points to advance to Amateur. Now, 
along with your yellow number plate 
you'll probably receive a lower num- 
ber, again with the letter designating 
your home area. But the point situa- 
tion starts all over again. 

To progress to the elite Expert 
class (there are less than 400 Expert 
riders in the entire United States) 
your task is more difficult. You’re 
back to no points at all, and must 
achieve a total of 40 points before 
mounting the coveted white and black 
number plates on your machine. 
You’ve cast aside your 250cc bike 
(except for short track) and are now 
riding with at least twice the former 
engine capacity. And once more it 
takes a full year to move up in rank, 


A great many riders never make it 
past the Amateur stage. Some try for 
years, some recognize immediately 
that they’ve reached their limit. 

And it’s even more of a feat to 
become a winning Expert. Countless 
riders quit professional racing as 
soon as they reach Expert status, 
realizing they haven’t a chance. 

But the hard core, true-blue racer 
keeps going, despite injuries, me- 
chanical setbacks, heartbreaking 
losses and slim financial gain. His 
goal is to be a National Number—one 
of 99 select Experts who have 
achie ved enough points in local and/ 
or National Championship competi- 
tion to erase the letter following 
their number. This in itself may take 
years...or never happen. 

And then, finally, there is the 
Grand National Champion — the racer 
who won't be satisfied with anything 
less than National Number one. His 
is the toughest road to travel, for 
not only must he have first-rate equip- 
ment, sponsorship, ability, guts and 
plenty of luck, but he has to compete 
at all National Championship races 
on the crowded coast-to-coast cal- 
endar. 

It is necessary that he also be an 
all-around rider — not a specialist at 
just one form of competition. His 
skills and talents must range from 
flattrack to TT to short track to road 
racing. And most important, althougr 
fully aware of the many hazards in- 
volved, he must have a burning de- 
sire to be the very best of all. . 

Are you such a man? You’ll never 
know until you try. 





HOW 
SPORTSMAN 
CLASS 


POINTS 
ARE 
FIGURED

We'll start with scrambles points first 
as these are different from the desert 
events, To transfer from Novice toAma- 
teur you have to ride five 21-point 
finishes or better. To transfer from 
Amateur to Expert takes ten 21-point 


finishes. These transfer points carry 


over from year to year so suppose you 
made two 21 or better point finishes last 
year and in the first part of this year 
you make three more in a row; then up 
you go to Amateur, Should you make your 
next 21 or better finishes the same year 
adding up to ten, then you’. make Ex- 
pert, and the steward keeping the points 
in your division will send you those new 
colored plates, 

The points earned for your riding 
number however, do not carry over from 
year to year. This is where the greatest 
misunderstanding takes place as to just 
how the points are earned, We hope you 
have a copy of the District 37 rule book 
to look at and if you don’t we’ll try to 
make this as clear as possible, Imagine 
a 250cc class as just an example where 
there is a Novice, Amateur and Expert 
division, There are 80 entries altogether 
50 Novices, 20 Amateurs and 10 Experts, 
The winner of the Expert class would 
receive points for the total entry of 80 
(column 6 in the rule book point chart); 
a total of 80 points, To pay Amateur 
points move over two columns, in this 
case to column 4 where the winner would 
receive 70 points. The Novice winner 
receives points from column 3 anda total 
of 50 points for his win, 

In a class where there is no Novice 
division such as the 125-175 class, 
everyone gets Expert points, If there 
are only seven riders (who will ride 
motos, not a progressive program) the 
first place man will receive 30 points 
as column one is from 6-19 starters, 
first place pays 30 points. This is how 


reasonably low numbers sometimes 
without having to ride a progressive 
program, but when you do ride a pro- 
gressive program you will earn a lot 
more points for a win in a main than a 
place in a moto, The Powder Puff are 
being classed as a Novice 100cc class 
even though they have Amateur riders 
in it. 

Things are a little different in the 
heavyweight division. The total number 
of riders are added up for the 500cc 
and Open classes and whichever is the 
highest in number will pay full points 
for both. 

If you have a total number of entries 
in the Open Expert class numbering 
say 58, points will be paid from column 
five (55-69 starters) even if the Open 
Expert class has a main event, their 
winner will receive no more points than 
the winner of the 500cc class which 
could number 53 (column five 40-55 
starters), and run motos, So there are 
possibly times when Open Expert riders 
who do not make the Main Event would 
receive no points even though their entry 
was greater, while the 500 Experts 
riding motos would receive points how- 
ever far back they placed. 

Desert points are again completely 
different, In 1968 a rider’s twenty top 
rides are what he will be paid points on 
for ‘his following year’s number, The 
work for the stewards will be hard but 
it was felt that this would allow a desert 
rider to stay home once in a while and 
not lose out as a desert machine costs 
quite a bit to maintain — due tothe use it 
gets in only one weekend! And a rider 


sometimes just can’t afford to keep 
going week after week however good a 
man he is, In the desert, the heavyweight 
or lightweight class pays points only 
according to finishing positions in your 
classification (Novice, Amateur or Ex- 
pert.) You may be first 350 Novice but 
you’ll only be paid points according to 
your over-all finishing position which 
could be 28th in the Novice class, re- 
gardless of your engine size. Fhe Ex- 
perts receive points for the total heavy- 
weight or lightweight entry just like they 
do in the scrambles, the Amateurs move 
over two columns on the point chart and 
the Novices one more, There is quite a 
possibility that on one of those long 
desert races where they also have a 
tremendously high entry you may finish 
and receive no points at ali! 

Most important, due to the high entries 
in some of the desert runs a Novice 
could earn enough points to transfer to 
Amateur way before he was really ready 
for it— just by finishing, So the stewards 
have been moving riders up only when 
their cards show that they can really 
take care of themselves and are ready 
for a transfer. 

However, in reporting on the point 
structures on both desert and scrambles 
we must mention that these can change 
abruptly if a Competition Committee 
meeting takes place and the Committee- 
men feel that a change could benefit 
everyone, In fact, by the time this goes 
to press, a change may already have 
taken place, but we’ll try and keep 
readers posted. Otherwise all changes 
are always in club minutes each month.

The desert division has its over-all 
points paid differently than scrambles 
do; they receive points for their top 
twenty rides of a season so if they miss 
one or two throwing a club run they 
don’t get hurt so badly. Desert clubs 


also have more members than scram- 
bles clubs and you’ll notice that more 
top desert riders wear ‘‘colors’’ thando 
scramblers. 


Two weeks ago a member of a River- 
side area club told me that they almost 


got a new member who would have been . 


a real attribute to the club, wanted to 
belong and to work. But this rider has 
a sponsor and this shop owner told him 
flatly that he could not belong to a club 
while he was sponsored. ‘‘We want that 
bike out on the track every weekend and 
you up there in the point standings, If 
you join the club there will be days you 
can’t ride.” 

So now, help! What do we do? The 
District will listen if all scrambles 
clubs can get together and come up with 
some sensible suggestions so that we 
can keep the clubs going (we’ve lost 
some this year). The sport is changing 
and growing so much that we have to 
make changes, so if any scrambles club 
has any ideas, please let me know and 
let’s get together on this thing, Write 
me either at Cycle News or my address 
is printed on the bottom of your monthly 
District 37 minutes. One idea I’ve been 
given already is that club members who 
are active participants should be paid a 
percentage of points for the day they 
miss according to the number of entries 
in the class they normally ride, Myself, 
Pd like to see any rider who is in the 
top ten for number one beallowed to ride 


his own event, plus maybe a percentage 
for the others. 

It’s often been said that ifa guy doesn’t 
really want to belong to a club he 


wouldn’t be a good member anyway. We 
agree. But why should there be a penalty 


for ones who do?

Championship events, more than any 
other active Referee. ` 

Over the years Bert has missed only 
two races, one due to a death in the 
family and another due to AMA business 
out of town. Another record for present 
and future Referees to shoot at. 

When asked who he considered the 
best all around rider that he has ever 
seen on a race track he quickly replied, 
“Joe Leonard.’ 

We also asked what was the best race 
that he had ever witnessed at Ascot and 
again the quick answer was the lap after 
lap duel between Bart Markel and Dick 
Dorresteyn early in the ‘60 season when 
both fell off after a collision on the final 
turn of the final lap. It is a race well 
remembered by many of the long time 
fans. 

The mild but firm mannered Brundage 
was an Expert professional racer for 
many illustrious years before becoming 
Referee and will again turn to cycles 
and get in some long-sought-after trail 
riding now that time allows. He is em- 
ployed in the Engineering Dept. of Walt 
Disney Studios in Burbank, 

Bert’s replacement will be Chub Kel- 
lam, District 37 Assistant Referee. 
Brundage will most certainly go into the 
books in the “Job Well Done Depart- 
ment.”

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CYCLE CLUBS 
-MUST FILE TAX 


By Robert O, Fee 


A small detail overlooked for a long 
time by many motorcycle clubs is the 
tax or information return legally re- 
quired from such groups. Heretofore, 
the IRS has lacked the manpower and 
interest to track down the non-filers, 
However, as the new computer, now 
operational, becomes fully programmed, 
what used to be an impossible task will 
become a push button operation. 

Many clubs are totally ignorant of the 
law requiring such organizations to file 
returns and perhaps even pay tax. Both 
state and federal regulations contain 
such requirements, 

Any group of people (two or more) 
joining together in any kind of organi- 
zation and handling money, are for tax 
purposes a partnership and required to 
file a partnership return. Realistically, 
the government is not interested in a 
small club whose members are taking 
care of their expenses through dues 
alone, However, when a club promotes 
a run or event, the IRS is interested in 
the money collected and how it is dis- 
bursed, If the club is incorporated, 
partnership rules do not apply, but there 
are several volumes of law and regula- 
tions covering a corporation return, 

Both of these situations can be avoided 
by the club obtaining a tax exemption 
from the state and federal governments, 
Then only an annual information return 
is required. Club officers needing fur- 
ther information may contact the Internal 
Revenue Service or telephone (714) 622- 
2543, Small detail or no, there’s nothing 
more certain than taxes.

RRC MEETS 


By Robert O. Fee 


Frustration and dissatisfaction was 
the undercurrent at the January meeting 
of the Southern California Road Riders 
Committee, Monday the 8th, with de- 
mands presented by the outriders, pro- 
tests about the protest and the passage 
of Ex Post Facto rules. 

Things got off to a bouncing start 
when the roll call showed a lack of 
quorum. Twenty-five minutes after the 
meeting -was due to convene, enough 
clubs showed up at the Samoa Trailer 
Park Recreation Hall in Ontario for 
Chairman Adsit to call the group to 
order. 

The Treasurer’s report showed the 
lowest balance in several years due to 
the dance expenditures and the Chart 
Steward’s report had to be delayed until 
the committee took action on an E- 
Board recommendation. 

The Themadones Motorcycle Club’s 
resignation was accepted and the Too 
Tired’s M.C. resignation was tabled 
until adjournment so Chairman Adsit 
could remain in the chair for his last 
meeting. 

Bill Adams from the District 37 Sports 
Committee advised the RRC Assembly 
of the Competition Congress election 
and solicited the RRC’s support, On a 
motion by J.M. Jones, Howard Eble of 
the Highway Kings M.C. was designated 
to attend the election meeting and cast 
the ballot for Bill Adams, 

Darrol Steen, formerly with the RRC 
and now an outrider, presented the 
views and demands of some 300 motor- 
cyclists to the group. «The outriders,’’ 
he said, ‘were unhappy with the number 
of Sunday Poker runs, dissatisfied with 
the quantity and quality of trophies avail- 
able to the outriders only, anddemanded 
a voice but not a vote in RRC monthly 
deliberations by two representatives of 
the outriders’ choosing.” 

In the discussion that followed, Steen 
and the outriders were criticized for 
not presenting more concrete proposals 
on how to rectify. the situations the 
outriders were crying about. No action 
was taken by the RRC and Steen was in- 
formed in several different (and subtle) 
ways that the outriders couldn’t be too 
unhappy as they were still supporting the 
RRC Club runs, Steen had mentioned 
the possibility of an outrider boycott of 
RRC activities. 

Two actions were taken stemming from 
Chairman Adsit’s December ruling on 
the Too Tired’s protest against five 
clubs for violation of the printed rules 
concerning the entry forms. Held over 
from the December meeting, the Cen- 
taur’s (one of the accused clubs) motion 
to delete the entry form from RRC 
rules was accepted. The Toppers pro- 
tested Adsit’s authority to levy such a 
penalty. The Silver Eagles and Lucky 
Wheels concurred with the protest, Adsit 
read Sec. F-4 of the supplementary 
rules which clearly sets forth the au- 
thority and dismissed the Toppers and 
Silver Eagles question, The Lucky 
Wheels however raised a protest based 
on Sec, A-4 which states, ‘“‘Any protest 
against a run shall be filed with 5 days” 
and pointed out the Too Tired’s charge 
did not comply. Adsit countered with the 
argument that the protest was not against 
the club’s run but against the club’s 
members for violation of the printed 
rules (Sec. F-4) and observed that if the 
Lucky Wheels contentions were valid, 
no constitutional error in a monthly 
meeting could be corrected at a follow- 
ing meeting unless discovered and filed 
on 5 days after the original meeting.

It was obvious that the club involved 
wanted to throw the question to the floor 
for a reversal of Adsit’s ruling by the 
body. Adsit refused to allow this, in- 
structing the people that their next 
proper step was to the AMA, However, 
as the Lucky Wheels’ representative 
will chair the 1968 meetings of the RRC, 
it would be within his power to set the 
ruling aside. 

The Norwalk Centaurs feel that the 
chairman should not have the power to 
levy a penalty and introduced. a rules 
change to delete the chairman’s power. 
An interesting and almost funny dilemma 
will present itself at the February meet- 
ing, Any more action on the protest 
must (properly) be presented during New 
Business, but action on the Chairman’s 
power deletion will come under Old 
Business and if accepted, will deprive 
the chairman of the opportunity to lift 
the penalty, Of course, the deletion of 
the Chairman’s power could be con- 
sidered Ex Post Facto, maintaining that 
the penalty never existed because the 
power never existed. 

Ex Post Facto laws have long been 
despised by the American people and 
are even outlawed by the Constitution. 
However, Ex Post Facto was exactly 
what was intended by the Executive 
Board and the RRC body concurred when 
they deleted all assistance points earned 
during 1967 toward RRC activity tro- 
phies. The question arose on a protest 
from Bud Paul against the points claimed 


by Dennis Lausche, Paul alleged that 
Lausche improperly claimed points by 
“performing meaningless tasks unre- 
quested by the promoting clubs.” Rather 
than consider the specific instance, the 
E-Board recommended deletion of 
everyone’s assistance points for the 
entire year. The Chairman stated under 
questioning that the possibility of unfair- 
ness to other activity contest partici- 
pants had been considered. 


Based on the Committee’s action de- 
leting the activity points, the Chart 
Steward’s report showed the following 
standings in the RRC Activity Contest.

Sandy McKinney and Bill Miller were 
chosen by the body as the candidates for 
the most Typical Rider Contests and 
recommended all member clubs to fol- 
low suit. 


The Kings Men Motorcycle Club was 
accepted into the RRC bring the total 
membership to 26 clubs, In January, 
1967, the RRC membership totalled 31. 
During the year the group gained 6 and 
lost 11 clubs. 

The RRC will meet February 5th at 
the Prudential Savings and Loasn Asso- 
ciation in Alhambra at 8 p.m, with 1968 
Chairman J,M, Jones presiding.

THE BACK EAST SCENE

In my opinion these indoor short 
tracks are the only way to fly. Especial- 
ly back here where the snow and ice are 
plentiful, and racing comes to a stand- 
sill in the winter months, So it was with 
much excitement that we headed for two 
wonderful days of racing at Nashville, 
Tenn, and Cincinnati, Ohio, January 20 
and 21. 

At Nashville there were a few new 
National Numbers, and a bunch of new 
Novices, Charlie Southgate, new National 
#56, blew his Honda in practice and sat 
on the side-lines watching the first race 
of the season, Being a home town boy, 
Charlie was none too happy about the 
situation. 

The first heat was won by Darrel 
Dovel, Dovel’s Harley looks like it is in 
fine shape for the opening indoor National 
in Houston, Texas, The second heat was 








Out of 12 starters at the Cincinnati indoor 
event, National Number One Gary Nixon 
lapped al! but runnerup Bob Irwin, 


won by another new National Number, 
Ray Little (19) aboard a Sprint, 

The Trophy Dash was the upset of the 
night, A young new Novice, Albert Mc 
Alexander riding a Husqvarna did the 
thing to Dovel and Little. I understand 
Albert’s father carried National #94 for 
quite a few years and when he retired, 
George Roeder took over the number, 
This was Albert’s first professional race 
and if this was an example of his riding 
this boy will go far. Dovel got a second 
and Little a third, 

In the first semi, Dovel wasn’t having 
any more of this being beaten by a 
Novice, but the competition was tough, 
Dovel got the lead, with Little and Red 
McKeen hot on his tail, On the fifth lap 
McAlexander came by Little and McKeen 
and set his sights on Dovel. At the 





checkered flag it was Dovel, McAlex- 
ander, Little and McKeen, 

The second semi was won by a first 
year Expert, Larry Dillon on a Sprint, 
The next three places were all new 
Novices, Sisson on a Sprint, Albright 
aboard a BSA and Dever riding a Honda, 
In the non-qualifying heat there was one 
spectacular crash, An Amateur, Bill 
Halweg, went down hard on the fourth 
turn and new novice Pat Wilson crashed 
into him and then hit the wall head on, 
looking like a billy-goat trying to butt 
someone, They say you can’t hurt these 
young kids and I believe it now, when I 
saw them both walk away without so 
much as limping. 

There was plenty of crashing and 
banging at the start-of the Main Event, 
Dovel broke loose and there was no 
stopping him, After riders quit falling 
and things got underway the finish was 
Dovel, Dillon McAlexander and McKeen, 
After the race there was a riders’ 
meeting and we found out the race was 
protested, A rider protested the time 
trials, Personally, I am with the rider 
as they did change his time trial. So the 
purse was held up and sent tothe A.M,A, 
to decide on the protest, 


On To Cincinnati 


From Nashville we drove all night to 
Cincinnati, Ohio for another try at in- 
door racing on a basketball court, There 
were a lot more Experts and Novices 
there than at Nashville. Some of those 
nervous Novices we could have done 
without, There wasn’t a race that went 
by without a Novice causing a crash or 
two, You could have sworn they had 
never been aboard a bike in their life, 

In the first heat Myron Nagorski, an 
Expert aboard a Sprint, leaped out in 
front and stayed there, Meanwhile, back 
in the pack, the Novices were raising 
hell, They were not only trying to destroy 
each other, but were aiming for the 
Experts. On a track this small speed 
doesn’t do too much good. It helps, but 
it’s know-how that really counts. So it 
was hard to stay away from the Novices 
on the first couple of laps, Outriding 
the banzai boys were Tom Hodges on a 
Bultaco, Bob Sholley (BSA) and Chuck 
Palmgren (Triumph), 

The second heat really got wild. It 
was black-flagged four times. John Fran- 
cis, a nervous Novice, center-punched 
Darrell Dovel, not one time, but three 


different times. This guy crashed more 
than any ten guys should, After the third 
restart he crashed again, then pulled 
into the infield and waited till the lead- 
ers came around, And poor Dovel was one 
of them and got center-punched AGAIN, 
It ended up with Dovel getting a really 
worked-for fourth place, The event was 
won by Richard Moore on a Triumph, 

This third heat was Gary Nixon all 
the way. Gary was riding his new 250cc 
Triumph and it looks like it might dothe 
job for him at Houston, The fourth heat 
was complete mayhem. With only two 
Experts in this race they didn’t standa 
chance, Both Red McKeen and Bob Hinkle 
were crashed into and put out of the 
running, 

Nixon got the scratch in the Trophy 
Dash, but on the second lap Myron 
Nagorski got under him in the first turn 
and won, with Nixon taking second, 

In the first semi Nixon made sure he 
made no mistakes, Nagorski stayed with 
him the entire race, but had no chance 
to get by, Palmgren and Sholley battled 
it out with Palmgren in third and Sholly 
in second, The second semi was more 
crashing and banging. That is everyone 
but John Lemme, He stretched out his 
lead and went on for a win. 

I thought that the racing couldn’t get 
any more exciting than it had been al- 
ready, but when the Main was run I was 
badly mistaken. Nixon had the lead for 
about seven laps when he went too high 
and Nagorski got under him and took 
over, Gary was working hard to try to 
regain his lead when Nagorski crashed 
coming out of the fourth turn, Farther 
back, riders were falling all over the 
place, It was impossible to keep up with 
them, Gary then started lapping riders, 
He lapped all but second place which was 
Bob Irwin. Only four of the twelve 
starters didn’t fall, Gary plans onriding 
all of his races in 1968 like this one and 
keeping his number one plate, and he 
DOES look pretty good with it, 

After the race was over the officials 
had one hell of a time trying to figure 
results of that Main, But with riders’ 
help and patience all came out well, 
After saying our goodbyes and congratu- 
lating riders on new numbers, etc. we 
headed back for Maryland, looking for- 
ward to the competition and excitement 
of the first National of the season at 
Houston, Texas.
